With remarkable energy and 
success they have gradoally brought moat ot 
the provinces in their sphere of action under 
control, bat the vital question of how to atilize 
them after the conqaest is one which must 
cause considerable anxiety for a long time to 
come. Owing to diffisulties of access they are 
like'y to be as valaable as colonies in the moon.

the Great Sshara. For a centary Tripoli has 
been the best and moat practical opening for 
trade with the centre of Africa, for the 
methods of communicating throagh Algiers 
and Tanis present apparently insarmountable 
difficulties. The caravan routes from Tripoli 
are practicable, and with very little trouble 
could be improved. The Tarks have never 
attempted to exercise an active power in 
Central Africas, ‘confining themselves within 
their most southern boundary of Fezzan ; bat 
geographically and through the complete 
monopoly of trading relations the Hinterlands 
of Tripoli, inclading Bornu, Bagirmi, and 
Wadai, certainly fall to the Saltan. These 
rights were, ofcourse, ignored by both Great 
Britain and France when the Convention of 
1899 was signified, and the protests of the 


Farthermore, the scheme of captoring the 
trade of Central Africa and diverting it from 
the T'ripoli route to Tunis has been another 
of France's ambitions, for the caravans pass 
temptingly close to the Tunisian frontier via 
Ghadames and Ghat on their way to Borna 
and the Western Sadan. It is almost certain 
that a few years ago the French intended to 
take in Ghadames, which is a wealthy centre 
of Arab caravan traders and so rear the fron- 
tier as easily to be made a matter of dispute. 
For no reason which could be justified by 
the military necessity of pacifying Tunis, the 
French very quietly established a strong mili- 
tary base at the extreme south of Tonis in 
Gabes, this town being selected becacse it 
possesses excellent water, a rarity in this dry 
country. Large barracks and hospitals. were 
built and vast stores collected, all being very 
anostentatiously brought with the troops by 
the regular steamers from Marseilles. No 
doubt whatever was felt in Tripoli about the’ 
intention of the French to seize some portion . 
of it at least, and the Italians themselves 
were extremely nervous and anxious. They 
went to the length of picking a qaarrel with 
the Governor of Benghszi ss thoogh to look 
for compensation in that direction. 

MeanwhilgiheSaltan became seriously alarm- 
ed. With nishing celerity he despatched

stores, and it was computed by the Consalat 
authorities there that in a very few months 
at. least 30,000 Turkish soldiers had been 
landed and for the most part immediately 
hurried off to the Tanisian frontier. New 
forta were bailt, the old ones were repaired, 
and the harboar of 'l'ripoli was protected by 
torpedoes. For some months the Taorkish and 
French troops faced each other at the frontier, 
and many little i: cidents ocourred which could 
easily have been made the cause of a quarrel; 
bat the astate diplomacy of the then Governor- 
General, Rassim Pacha, warded off a cor flict. 
For months the position was extremely strained. 
Measures were being taken in the town’ of 
Tripoli itself with a view to protecting the 
Christians against the rising anger of the 
Moslem population. But the ‘lorkish posi- 
tion was too strong. The French coald not 
master more than 10,000 troops to meet the 
30,000 Tarks, who were by no means the andis- 
c plined horde the French had had to deal 
with ander tha Bey of Tunis. France was 
evidently not prepared or inclined to ander- 
take an expedition on a large scale; and 
a joint commission was appointed to deli- 
mitate the frontiers, and the incident ended. 
The camp at Gaves was declared anhealthy, 
and the French troops were gradually with 
drawo. Evidence of this abortive scheme is 
still to be seen in the empty barracks at Gabes. 
Bat the ambition to captare the trade with 
Central Africa still lingers, and many stadies 
ware made from Gabes with a view to diverting 
‘he trade from Tripoli. Oae of these schemes 
endei in the tatal termination of the career of 
the somewhat fanatical Marq ais de Mords, who, 
while attempting to penetrate into the interior 
from Gabes, was murdered only, a few days’ 
march inland by the tribe of the Chaamba. [t 
isevident that the Freach willbe obliged to 
establish some means of communication with 
the Mediterranean coast if they are to benetit 
by their Central African colonies, throagh 
Beughaz' from Wadai and throngh Tania, fail- 
ing ‘Tripoli, from Borna and the Western 
Sadao. What there may be in the unpnblish- 
ed part of the Franco-Italian agreement, or 
what onderstanding may hava been arrived at 
regarding the fature working of the caravan 
trade with Italy, we do not yet know ; in any 
case neither coontry hes an enviable tas 
before it. And judging from the news in the

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THE SOHAG TRAGEDY.

HOW MR HORTOB MET HIS DEATH. | 


Last Friday we publizhed a telegram from a 
Schag correspondent reporting the death of 
Mr. George Hortob, an inspector of the Sleeping 
Car Company, whose head wis cot off while 
the train on which he was travelling was 
passing onder Kanafi Bridge. From irquiries 
which we have made, and from the inquest 
which was held on Saturday morning at the 
German Hospital by Mr. A. D. Alban, we have 
elicited the facts connected with deceased's ter- 
rible death, which are as follows :— 

On Tharsday, Mr. Hortob left Loxor by 
the 5.30 p.m. train in charge ot the sleeping 
and restaurant cars. There being but few 
passengers, the deceased, after dinner, went 
tothe roof of the car, where he sat for some 
time by himself. It appears that he was 
accustomed totravel in this way. Somewhat 
later he invited Gastave Frohman, maitre 
d’botel, to join him on the roof, remark- 
ing that to travel in sach a position was 
most pleasant. Deceased was joined by 
Frohman, who sat on the top step of the 
ladder, the former being upon the roof of 
the sleeping car facing the engine. After re- 
maining there some time Frohman complain- 
ed of the dast, which, he said, blinded him, 
and went back to the dining-car to get the 
dast out of his eyes. 

On returning to join deceased he foand 
that he had changed from the sleeping to 
the dining car and was sitting with bis 
back to the engine. Mr. Hortob and Frohman 
then sat side by side, and on reaching Kanafi 
Bridge the latter felt something strike his 
left ear. He bent his head and next saw Mr. 
Hortob tumbling down hesd over heels. 

Frohman deacended to inform the conductor 
of the sleeping car, and on arriving at 
Sohag, which is only two kilometres distant 
from. the scene of the accident, they returned 
on s pilot engine and found that the greater 
part of Hortob’s head was severed from his 
body, which was removed to the Sohag hospi- 
tal, where the procés-verbal was drawn up. 

On the following day the body was removed 
to Cairo, where the inqoest was held on 
Saturday at the German Hospital. The body 
waa identified by Mr. Garrick, a friend of the 
deceased, and Mr. Chaker, chief controller of 
the company, and permission for barial was 
given, though the inquest was adjourned antil 
Monday in order to take the evidence of 
Frohman. The body was interred the same 
morning. 

Mr. Hortob leaves a widow, who,.qre regret 
to say, will be left in very needy circumstances 
on account of the terrible death of her husband. 
We would, therefore, give prominence to the 
fact that the company are asking for donations 
in aid of Mra. Hortob ander these distressing 
circomstances. Both deceased and his widow 
are of English nationality, and we hope that 
the necessary support will be promptly forth- 
coming. Donations should be addressed to the 
Cairo office of the Sleeping Car Company, at 
the station.

EXTRAORDINARY SECRECY. 


A moat strange secrecy anpears to bave 
been kept in regard to Mustapha Pasha 
Kamel’s lonch at the Carlton Hotel. The 
“Daily Express,” for instance, remarks : 

In the course of the four-and-twenty hoors 
which ended at midnight yestérday, and at 
a hotel or other publio resort within a handred 
miles of Charing Cross, there . was held a 
meeting, conversszione, or dinner, at which 
a number of gentlemen, most of whose names 
we are totally anable to give, met that 
eminent person Kamel Pasha. We regret 
being compelled to put this absorbing item 
of news before cur readers in such a form, 
as we are conscious that the report Jacks 
precision, but such extraordinary precautions 
seem to have been taken to ensure secrecy 
that we cannot do otherwise. It is true an 
“official” report of the proceedings was issned 
~—but then it is on'y an “‘official” report. As 
it happens, boweve-, the secrecy of the pro- 
ceedings does not render them less interest- 
ing, or, if we may say 80, less significant. 
Yet we are pozzled to account for it. What 
possible reason can our Little Englander 
friends have for maintaining secrecy? It 
cannot be that they are ashamed of their 
views, for, as we are aware, they glory in 
demonstrating to the world how often and how 
utterly their native country is in the wrong. 

We can only sappose that, oat of comp'iment 
to Kamel Pasha, it was arranged to give the 
proceedings as much of the air of a little 
conspiracy as possible. We do not imagine that 
dreadfal things passed at the meeting. It is 
highly improbable that the guests circulated a 
cup of blood, after the manner libellonaly 
imputed to that pre-Cwsarian Cmsar, Catiline, 
and it is even questionable if the green flag 
was elevated above the Union Jack amid 
thonderoas cheers for Mahomet. What is more 
likely is that the missioner of New Egypt was 
bathed in a congenial atmosphere of “hot air,” 
and that, like the noble animal whose name he 
bears, the personage of the evening comported 
himself with mach droll dignity. The Kamel 
of Nationalism has set out on a protracted 
journey. His ways may be devious, and his 
goal obscure, but his time cannot be considered 
to be wholly wasted if he sucoseded yesterday 
in pawing some sand into the eyes of a small 
section of the British public. Let ua hope that 
his fatile efforts will give him his namesake's 
proverbial “hamp.”

Bat once again, ag in 
my homble ady:ga to woman, let me repeat 
that my suggestions are for the ordinary aver- 
age mixture of good and-bad, everyday mem. 
bers of mankind, not for tha heartless brate, 
nor yet for the Galahad whom we all long, and 
most of usin vain, to meet. 

Don’t let a woman find you out in a lie. 

I say advised y, don’t let her find yua 
out, the alternative, “Don't tell her a lie’ 
being possibly beyond the attainment of most. 
Many women labour ander the illasion—or 
shall | say delosion ’—that most men gre 
little tin George Washingtons, and it is sqme- 
thing like dragging ove of her beliefs out by 
the roots if she discovers that her man has 
some of the attributes of Ananias, A woman 
still retains the idea that a man is a men- 
tally etronger and finer animal than herself, 
and believes him tu be aboye fies, ecande! 
(anless she has a husband who belongs to 
snd cgnstantly visits a club, and then shg 
koows better), aud lictleness, It is an excel- 
lent illasion from your point of view, and it 
ig worth a little trouble to keep op. Woman 
has more generosity of mind than she is often 
given credit for, and you will generally find 
it pay far better jn the end to tell her the 
troth and appeal to that generosity, than 
to tell her a comfortable lie if there is the 
least prospect of yoar being fouod oat. If a 
woman once proves that a mag has lied to 
her, he is neyer pat back on the same pin 
nacle again. 

Don't be mean tua woman or ta any one in 
her presence. , 

A woman loathe; the niggard in a man as 
she hates a spot on her nose, even if she has to 
practise strict economy heraelf. Don’t be spar- 
ing in your tips to a waiter or a cabby if she 
ia with you. Believe me, if she has nat seen the 
amount, she will note his reception of the 
same, and by hi manner wll gaes at the 
generosity thereof or the reverse, and jadge 
you accordingly. Ucw of the anforgivab’e sins 
in aman from a woman's point of view is 
meanners or nearness. If you have not the 
morey to be generous in actuality, be at least 
generous in thought and tell ber how yoo 
would like to give her this or that.

me. Your thought has given it me. It ia the 
thought I valae; the thing itself is only a 
symbol of a thanght.” [f you are generous in 
neither thought nor deed you will never win a 
woman's loving respect, 

Don’t make a fool of her or raise a laugh 
against her Lefore another woman. 

If you mast make a fool of her, do it before 
aman and she will take it good-nataredly, 
even if she does not join in the laugh against 
herself. But if you do it before another woman, 
be it servant or frjend, she ,will never for- 
give you. 

Don't refuse to tell her you love her, even if 
she asks you the question ad nauseam. 

You think ifyou have told a woman you 
love her that ia enongh--she ought to have 
sense epangh to know when you mean it and 
to be content and take it on trust, Bat it is 
not enongh. A woman cannot be told it too 
often. Tell a woman day after dey, if she re- 
qnires it of you, that you do love ber and 
make ber believe it, and then you can rob her, 
reglect her, be unfaithfal to her, and she will
